the Church. To this purpoſe, in the {ixth of the | 
ſecond to the Corinthians we reade thus : What 
agreement hath the Temple of God with 14ols ? for 
| ye are the Temple of the liuing God, as God hath ſaid, | 
1 will dwell in them,and walke in them, and 1 will bee | 
their God,and they ſhall ve my people. Wherefore come | 
out from among the, & be yeſeparate, ſaith the Lord, 
and touch not the wncleane thing ; and 1 will receine 
you And inthe 2. Chap. of the Epiſtle to the Co- 
loſſans : Let n8man beenile you of your reward, in a 
voluntary humility and worſhipping of Angels, intra. 
ding into thoſethings which he hath not ſeene uainely 
puft wp by hrs fleſhly minde: and not holding the head, 
from which all the nr by ioynts and bands hauing 
nouriſhment miniſtred, and knit together, increaſeth 
with the increaſe of God. In which words the Apo- 
ſtle ſhewerh vnto vs, that ſuch as vnder pretence 
of humility were drawne to the worſhipping of 
Angels, did ot hold the Head, and conſequently 
could nor retaine communion with the od, 
which recciueth his whole growth from thence. 
Anſwerably whereunto the Farhers aſſembled 
out of divers proninces of Afia in the Synode 
held'ar Laodicea, (not farre from the Colofſi- 
ans) did folemnely conclude, that * Chr:/trans 
oneht not'to' forfake the Church of God, and goe and 
znuocate'_Amngels , and pronounced att anather:a 
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 Þ becauſe ({ay they) he hath forſaken our Lord leſs 
Chriſt,the Sonne of God,and giuen himclfe to Idola- 
\ try - declaring plainly, that by this idolatrous in- 
| uocation of Angels,a diſccſſion was made both 
from the Church of God, as they note in the be-

For the further vnderſtanding of this particu- 
lar, it willnotbe amifle to conſider what T heo- 
doret, a famous Biſhop-of the ancient Church, 
| hath written of this matter in his Commentary 
 vpon the ſecond to the Coloſſians, They that de-

| And this vice continued in Phrygia, and Piſidiafor 
a long time : for which cauſe alſo the Synod aſſembled
